Before 40,000 people a tragedy 
occurred on the new Indianapolis 
motor 
speedway

The new town of Hester, ten miles 
southeast of Mangum, Okla., will be 
opened about September 20. 
The 
townsite people have secured about 
IGO acres. 
A severe electrical storm passed 
over Trion, in Chatta County, Ga., 
Monday, and as a result, two men 
are dead, and five injured, one se­ 
riously, from a stroke of lightning. 
Lying on the bank of the North 
Concile River, about IOO feet from 
the causeway, near San Angelo, the 
decomposed body of a man supposed 
to be William A. Bell was found by 
a negro Wednesday. 
It was announced in New Orleans 
Monday that Nov. I, 2 and 3 had 
been definitely decided on as dates 
j>f the Lakes to the Gulf Deep Wa­ 
terways Convention, to be held there 
this fall. 
E. 
H. IL Green of Dallas is in New 
York and will go to Mineola L. I., to 
witness demonstrations of an aero­ 
plane which he may purchase and 
take to Dallas for use during the 
State Fair, the last two weeks in Oc­ 
tober. 
Sixteen Governors have accepted 
invitations to join the party of Pres­ 
ident Taft on his trip down the Mis­ 
sissippi River next October, accord­ 
ing to an announcement made by 
the Lakes to the Gulf Deep Water­ 
ways Association Saturday, in St. 
Louis. 
George Gibson, for years foreman 
at tho Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
coal chute in Muskog'ee, at a salary 
of $G0 a month, has been left an 
estate valued at $150,000.

thieves in St. Louis, said to have se­

Two more American dreadnaughts, 
the Wyoming and the Arkansas, 
authorized by Congress, took their 
first shape Wednesday when bids for 
their construction were opened in 
Washington. 
The vessels each will 
cost $6,000,000 exclusive of armor 
and armament.

The eight men believed to have 
been suffocated in the fire which de­ 
stroyed the Paraiso shaft of the 
Camelia mine of the Monte Real 
group in Mexico, have been account­ 
ed for. Three were killed and twen­ 
ty injured as a result of the disaster. 
Adja. Gen. Rumbold, National

ONE EN ROUTE TO FESTIVAL 


Argentine Steamer Colombia, Carry­ 
ing Passengers, and German 
Local Boat Strike. 


Montevideo, Aug. 25.—In a driv­ 
ing rainstorm about G o'clock yester­ 
day morning the Argentine excur­ 
sion 
steamer 
Colombia 
and 
the 
North German Lloyd steamer Sch- 
lesien collided at the entrance of 
Montevideo harbor. 
The Colombia 
was entering port and the Sehlesien 
was outward bound for Bremen. The 
Colombia sank almost instantly. Be­ 
tween 150 and 200 persons were 
drowned. 
The Colombia carried about 200 
passengers and a erewr of forty peo­ 
ple. 
Most of the passengers were 
asleep and panic followed the crash. 
Almost immediately small boats put 
out to the sinking steamer, but the 
work of rescue was rendered very 
difficult by the high seas. 
About 
seventy 
persons 
were brought to 
shore. Most of the dead are women 
and children. Most of the survivors 
are men. 
The Colombia was carrying excur­ 
sionists from Buenos Ayres from a 
festival at Montevideo and the dis­ 
aster lias caused the keenest emotion.

TURBINES ROTATED BY RIVER. 


immense Horse-Power of Mississippi 
Between St. Paul and Minneap- 
• olis to Be Harnessed. 


The unusual sight may 
soon 
be 
Witnessed of huge turbines rotated by 
the water of the Mississippi passing 
from the upper to the lower level of a 
great lock built originally by the Uni 
ted States government for quite 
an­ 
other purpose. The dam i3 one of two 
erected to improve navigation on the 
Mississippi just above St. Paul, but 
an exhaustive investigation just com­ 
pleted by a commission of government 
engineers, acting with local officers, 
city officials of St. Paul and Minneap­ 
olis, and prominent business men, has 
demonstrated that 15,000-horse power 
of electrical energy can be developed 
there by the expenditure of an addi­ 
tional $250,000, says Literary Digest. 
We quote from a circular sent out by 
the Consolidated Publiicty bureau of 
St. Paul, which says: 
“The government makes the unusual 
proposition that it will permit the use 
of power at the lock, provided the two 
cities or other interests will bear the 
additional cost. 
That the power will 
be used is already settled. 
Whether 
it will be used by a 
private 
power 
company, or used jointly by the state 
of Minnesota and the 
two 
adjacent 
cities, is a question which will be de­ 
termined by a joint commission com­ 
posed of three men named by Gov. 
Johnson and three by each of the two 
mayors. 
“The government 
has 
completed 
one lock and dam, and partly complet­ 
ed the second, or lower of the 
two. 
To develop the power the second dam 
must be raised 15 feet, utilizing pres­ 
ent foundations and the work already 
completed. 
This will 
provide 
a 30- 
foot dam, raising a large head of wa­ 
ter and developing enormous power. 


Ever since the trolley lines have 
been spreading out through the coun­ 
try, people have been asking them­ 
selves why somebody did not invent a 
signal system which would not neces­ 
sitate the stopping of the cars at 
switches until the conductor got off 
and changed the semaphores or lights, 
as the case might be. 
An Indiana 
man answered this by designing such 
a system, the operation of which is 
shown in the illustration. The inven-

tion consists of a signal post like the 
usual signal post with the signals 
operated by means of a lever which 
passes under the tracks. 
A person 
wishing to board the car pulls a cord 
or wire which swings the semaphore 
arm to a horizontal position, if it be 
day-time, or lights an electric light, 
if it be night. As the car passes over 
the switch, after taking the passenger 
aboard, the automatic action drops 
the semaphore and extinguishes the 
light or changes its color.

the largest in the United States, and 
the state fair grounds. 
The

ment requires 1,000-horse power, and 
the two cities of St. Paul and Minne­ 
apolis have need of the balance. 
“The 
government’s 
proposition, 
while it does not establish a 
prece­ 
dent, is unusual and the proposed im­ 
provement will be the first of its kind 
in the northwestern United States. 
The investigations 
prove 
that 
the 
power can be developed at exception­ 
ally low cost. 
The most important 
problems now to be faced are the di­ 
vision of the expenses and the divi­ 
sion of ppwer to be developed as be­ 
tween the government, state and the 
cities. 
The 
partnership 
in 
power, 
while novel, has been proven feasible. 
The power plant when built will be 
only a short distance from Fort Snel­ 
ling, an immense military post, and 
convenient both to the state institu­ 
tions and to St. Paul and Minneapolis. 
. . . The report of the joint commis­ 
sion will be made to the board of en­ 
gineers, after which the project will 
be referred to Washington. 
Legisla­ 
tion will be required before St. Paul 
and Minneapolis will be able to par­ 
ticipate in the cost.”

Seven Bales from 3 Acres. 


Denison, Texas, Aug. 23. 
Seven 
bales from three acres, and possibly 
ten, is what J. F. Baker, manager of 
the Industrial Cotton Oil Company 
plant here, expects to gather from the 
experimental crop planted this year, 
in spite of tile drouth. 
He develop­ 
ed this cotton from the Georgia W o n ­ 
der, and calls it Denison Wonder. 
This is the third year he has experi­ 
mented with it, the first two years 
having produced a bale and a half to 
tile acre. 
He believes under favor­ 
able conditions it will make five bales 
to the acre. 
The terrific heat this
